“Shall the importation and the 
bringing of intoxicating liquors into 
the province be forbidden?” The 
question Is repeated twice with “yes” 
and “no” in the margin. A cross is 
to be put beside the question favored 
by the voter. 

The yoters’ list will be that used 
in 1919, and will only be revised in 
cities and towns.. There will bea 
court of revision appointed to do! 
this. The voter must have resided 
in the Dominiun for one year, and 
in the Province of Ontario for two 
months. 

From now on an effort will be 
made by the temperance forces to 
have speakers in as many church 
pulpits as possible every Sunday.

Each municipality, he suggests, 
‘would forward Its requirements to the 
province, each province would for- 
ward these estimates, plus its own, to 
the. dominion; and the dominion 
government, budgeting its own needs 
and adding them to the accumulated 
requirements of the municipalities 
and provinces, would administer and 
collect the tax. Thus there would 
be only the one Income tax. There 
would)be the reduced overhead cost 
of administering the tax. There 
would be simplification, both for the 
government and the public.

000 children who are either on half- 
time because of lack of bullding space 
or are housed fn portables, rented 
buildings. attics, basements or cor- 
ridors. It would require an average 
lof two 30-room buildings in each 
of these cities to properly house these 
group of children alone,” 

The report sets forth statistically 
the inadequacy of playground space. 
“It is clear that in many cities chil- 
dren are now hotised in buildings in 
which there is less space on the play- 
ground than js supplied in the class- 
rooms in which they are taught,” 
says Mr. Strayer {n the introduction. 

“Three million six hundred thou- 
sand children are represented in this 
report on playgrounds,” {t Is stated, 
“and the study discloses. that one- 
half of them—1,800,000 childrenan— 
have each a playground less than six 
by six feet per pupil and many of 
them have no playground at all.

Whatever the cost, adequate play- 
ground space should be provided for 
those school buildings already erect- 
ed in cougested districts.

Only 11 per 
cent have automatic fire alarms. 
Such facta as these demonstrate the 
existence of a real menace to the 
‘children of these cities.” , One-halt 
of prsent-day schools were built prior 
to 1817. . 

The report directs attention to 
“the large number of children be- 
tween the ages of 13 and 16 years 
who leave the public schools.” 
“There is probably no more serlous 
problem or one more difficult —to 
solve now facing the people of this 
country,”* it says, 

According to the reports from 290 
cities, six percent of the children have 
left school before their 13th year, 
19 percent before 14, 38 percent \be- 
fore 15 and 64 percent before they 
are 16 years old. _

“In the geographical-groups,’” the 
report continues, “the highest per- 
cent of these children remain in the 
western citfes.| Next in order are 
the Great Plains cities, then the 
southern, the Great Lakes, and low- 
est of all are the eastern cities. In 
this last group only 29 percent of the 
children 16 years of age, and 56 per- 
cent of those from'14 to 16 years, in- 
clusive, are In school.” 

Attention is directed to “a notable 
falling off In attendance” at evening 
jschools during the last six years, 2 
“period of unusually high wages.” 
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and given warm clothing. Clinics 
Were established and nursing classes 
formed.

“One starving couple were in re- 
celpt of relief but the amount avali- 
able was such that only one in each 
family could be supplied.

woman she might have the grain 
ticket as he was going to hang him- 
sel{—which he henceforth did.” 

In the Paotingfu area, says Dr. 
Lewis, a chafh of cchools has-been 
established which can be expanded

"gaining information. In some of 
them grain distribution stations have 
been located. 

Dr. Lewis, who has lived many! 
years in China, har helped to stem 
two epidemics of pneumonic. plague 
in north central China.
